Fifty-Three Represented. 

Fifty-three of the 54 nations of the 
league responded to the gavel of the 
black-bearded portly Persian, Prince 
Foroughi, whe combated 
heat by waving a pink handkerchief. 

There were six premiers, 22 fqreign 
ministers, four former premiers and 
15 former foreign ministers at the 
impressive opening of the assembly 
Argentina was the only member of the 
league without a delegation present. 
Two women from Wngland and one 
each from Canada, Denmark, Finland 
and Rumania testified to the increas 
ing share of women in international 
polities. 

At the afternoon session Dr. Benes, 
Czechoslovakian premier, was elected 
chairman of the disarmament commit- 
tee of the assembly. Mr. Janson of 
Belgium was named chairman of the 
political committee and Senator Scia- 
loja of Italy, of the constitutional and 
legal committee. Other chairmen 
were “Count Cari Moltke of Denmark, 
budgetary and financial cqmmuttee ; 
John M. O'Sullivan of Ireland, social 
committee, and M. Motta of Switzer- 
land, technical and organization, 

Premier Briand of France and For- 
eign Minister Gustav Stresemann of 
Germany were among the vice presi- 
dents elected, M. Briand -by 42 out 
‘of 44 votes and Herr Stresemann by 
the same proportion. 

The others were Baron Adachi cf 
Japan, M. Balodis of Latvia, Premier 
MacDonald of England, who received 
38 votes, and Chao Chu-Wu of China. 

These six statesmen, with the chair- 
men of the six committees, form the 
steering committee of the assembly. 

The sessions were adjourned until 
tomorrow afternoon.

With these selections there will be 
a sizeable batch of appointments to 
be acted upon by the senate, including 
117 submitted at the first part of the 
special session of congress, but not 
acted upon. All these nominations 
must be sent in again. 

President Hoover probably will de- 
fer to the wishes of republican sen- 
ate leaders that only the most urgent 
nominations be submitted before the 
regular session in December so there 
will be a’ minimum of _ interference 
with consideration of the tariff bill. 

Nominations of the eight members 
of the federal farm board unquestion- 
ably will be transmitted to the sen- 
ate soon after resumption of the spe- 
cial session this week, as members of 
the board must serve without compen- 
sation until their nominations have 
been confirmed. 

Just before the special session ends 
the president also is expected to sub- 
mit the name of Senator Walter E.

Not only had we the advantage in 
northern China of a large and pow- 
erfully equipped force, butewe had in 
our favor great prestige resulting from 
the leading part our country is play- 
ing in the international affairs of the 
world. I believe that the position of 
our nation as a world power has aid- 
ed us immeasurably in establishing 
successfully and maintaining our posi- 
tion in China. 

In Shanghai we found the crack reg- 
iments of Europe and Japan.

It was the 
first time in history the guards had 
been sent east of Suez. Competition 
among the troops was keen. The 
equipment of the guards was more 
showy than that of the marines. 
Theirs was an organization that had 
heen together for years; our men, for 
the most part. bad been hastily gath- 
ered for the Chinese expedition from 
several bases, navy yards and other 
posts, and many of them were new 
enlistments. . Our men, however, were 
more intelligent and more alert. 
were taller and stronger. and, I say, 
it with pardonable pride, even more 
handsome. 

Everyone knows the marines are 
never happy unless they are first. 
whether it be in war or peace or even 
appearance. So the marines dressed 
up. They nickelplated their bayonets 
and bayonet scabbards—sirictly 
against regulations.

Havana, September 2.—(#)—Ziolo 
Rodriguez, flashy Cuban boulevardier, 
recently convicted of the murder four 
years ago of aged Mrs. Emilia Muniz 
and last week sentenced to die in the 
garrote chair, this morning stopped 
his attorneys from filing an appeal, 
saying he preferred death to life servi- 
tude. 

Rodriguez, who is an alleged gang- 
ster, today was moved to the death 
house, from where he issued orders to 
his attorneys to take no steps towards 
securing for him a life sentence in 
lieu of that of death imposed upon 
him after a sensational nine-day -trial. 

“Better to die than to accept a liv- 
ing death behind the bars. In death 
I prove myself to be an _ innocent 
man,” Rodriguez told reporters. 

The murder for which Rodriguez 
faces execution was committed four 
years ago at a lonely farmhouse on 
the outskirts of Havana. The gagged 
and bound body of the"64-year-old vic- 
tim was found by her niece. A cor- 
oner’s jury returned a verdict of death 
due to strangulation caused by a set 
of false teeth slipping into the throat 
when a gag was inserted. Two Ha- 
vana newspaper reporters caused the 
eapture of Francisco De Pineda, who 
confessed and implicated Rodriguez. 
Pineda is now serving a life sentence 
and acts as official executioner.

One fact tonight was being cited 
as making the likelihood of comple- 
tion of the jury tomorrow appear un- 
likely. The special venire of 300 
names was nearing exhaustion at ad- 
journment time. There still were 24 
slips in the hat used by the clerk of 
court to keep names of uncalled ven- 
iremen. 

To this number could be added 17 
more names and a new venire must 
be called.

The board late yesterday an- 
nounced that the university would be 
discontinued, the property reverting to 
mortgage holders. 

The trustees’ action was the final 
episode ofa stormy year at the Bap- 
tist Fundamentalist institution. The 
student attack on board members fol- 
lowed dismissal by President H. C. 
Wayman and the entire faculty after 
the board had investigated and exon- 
erated Dr. T. T. Shields, of Toronto, 
Canada. trustee president, and Miss 
Edith M. Rebman, secretary, of al- 
leged indiscretions. 

When Dr. Shields ordered tempo- 
rary suspension of classes May 13, stu- 
dents obtained an injunction which 
kept the> school in operation. This 
court order was later made permanent 
and the faculty granted 60 diplomas 
to seniors June 4 despite the trustees’ 
assertion that credits would be with- 
held until the rock and egg riots were 
investigated. 

In view of the court action, said 
n statement issued yesterday by Miss 
Redman in behalf of the trustees, the 
board is closing the university because 
it feels it has only the “high privilege” 
of paying the school’s bills. The in- 
junction restrained the trustees from 
interfering in any way with the insti- 
tution’s operation. 

“The trustees have concluded,” the 
statement said, “that if a Christian 
university is to be established and 
maintained it must be done some- 
where else than in Des Moines.”

Reversal of Low Water Stage 
of Few Years Ago 
at Hand.

Chicago, September 2.— (United 
News.)—The “Great Lakes mystery,” 
or “who is stealing the water of the 


lakes,” a continued novel in all the 
newspapers of the lakes region for 
the past several years, went up in 
smoke today—or rather in water. 

Three years ago the water ip the 
lakes began to recede so rapidly that 
shipping was endangered, many docks 
were made useless and islands in the 
l-’:es were revealed which even the 
oldest citizens didn't know. existed. 

So serious did the situation become 
that shipping interests hired, experts 
wo, after due deliberation and invee- 
tigation, decided that the Chicago 
drainage canal, which takes from the 
l.kes several million cubic feet of wa- 
ter a dav and diverts it to streams 
wh:ch flow into the Mississippi, was 
at fault. 

Legislators of near-by states held 
special sessions to condemn and de- 
plore “the selfishness of Chicago” in 
“ruining the lakes;” the experts pre 
dicted that if the drainage through 
the canal were allowed to continue 
tho lakes would turn into mere mill} 
ponds, and the Canadian parliament 
even considered the situation in con- 
nection with lowerec. efficiency of the 
St. Lawrence waterway. 

Takes Full Quota. 


The city of Chicago continued to 
take from the lakes her full quota of 
water, despite all protests, and asked 
for more. For another year the levels 
of the lakes continued to lower. The 
situation was becoming. desperate. 
Something had to be done. 

When the hullaballoo reached a 
peak mother nature quietly took a 
hand. Just as suddenly as they had 
receded, the lakes began to rise and 
rise—and rise. 

The experts soon disappeared; the 
legislatures became occupied with 
something else, and Chicago daily took 
all the water she could use. 

Still Rising. 


But still the lakes rose. Bathing 
beaches were submerged, docks were

Unheralded and unsung, Gibson 
Dunlap, a smooth-hitting junior in the 
University of California at Los Ange- 
les, stepped out bodily over the haz- 
ardous, seaside Pebble Beach links and 
took the Jead for the first 18 holes of 
the two-day, 36-hole qualifying test 
with a sensational 60, three under par 
and a new competitive record for the 
course, - 


To make it all the more spectacu- 
Jar, the curly-haired youth who lJearn- 
ed his game in Chicago before trans- 
peating it to Southern California, fol- 
owed on the heels of Jones all the 
way and beat the great Georgian by a 
single stroke with a dramatic birdie 
on the treacherous 540-yard home hole. 

Jones, followed throughout by a tre- 
mendous gallery that numbered close 
to 10,000 by the time he finished, came 
bark in 34, two under par, for a total 
of 70, sinking a good 10-foot putt him- 
self on the é¢ighteenth for his “bird.” 
The ovation for the champion had 
hardly died down, however, when 
young Dunlap came striding up, pitch- 
ing confidently to the green and then 
ramming home an 18-foot putt that 
gave him the lead. This stroke was

Jones is monarch of golf, hailed as 
the one and only as enthusiastically 
by Californians as he ever has been 
acclaimed by his fellow Georgians.

RISES QUESTION 
FORRATE CHANGES 


New York, September 2.—(4)-——The 
National City Bank, in its monthly 
review of econdmic conditions, issued 
today, describes the New York federal 
reserve bank’s increase to 6 per cent 
in its rediscount rate on August 9 and 
simultaneous decrease in its buying 
rate for bankers’ acceptances, as con- 
tradictory: measures, the effeqtiveness 
of which may be questioned. 

“It is true,” states the review, “that 
earlier in the year this bank strongly 
urged an increase in the re-discount 
rate to 6 per cent as a measure of 
bringing the bank rates more clearly 
in line with our market rates. Com- 
ing, however, at this season of the 
year, a rate advance could not be sup- 
ported by reserve bank open market 
operations, which must of necessity 


|take aceount of heavy demands for 


credit soon to come from trade and 
agricultural sources.” 

Pointing to the rise in brokers’ 
loans to new high levels above $6,- 
200,000,000 since the rediscount rate 
was raised, the review declares “thus 
far it must be admitted that the tangi- 


‘ble results of the recent federal re- 


serve rate action have not been im- 
pressive.” 

The review further asserts’ that 
there is no evidence of any impor 
tant change in the position of the re- 
serve banks, stating “the situation as 
to the demand for reserve. credit re- 
mains much the same as before, except 
that demands are appearing in a dif- 
ferent guise.” 

Regarding the lowered rate for 
bankers’ acceptances, the review con- 
tinues, “when the rediscount rate was 
advanced as a move against the con- 
tinued absorption of credit by the 
stock market, some action was necés- 
sary at the same time to insure a 
continued supply of funds for business 
purposes, hence the reduction in the 
buying rate. 

“Without at this time attempting 
to pass upon the justice of thus per- 
mitting non-member acceptance deal- 
ers to borrow at the federal reserve 
banks at rates lower than the mem- 
ber banks can demand on most of 
their eligible paper, one may question 
the effectiveness of . contradictory 
measures of this sort, particularly in 
the light of what has happened since 
their adoption.” 

Elsewhere, the review states “there 
is a good deal of doubt about the 
proposition that the reserve authori- 
ties can eontrol the use to which 
credit is put, and once federal reserve 
credit has been released it is likely to 
go where there is greatest demand for 
it. After all, there is nothing to pre- 
vent a bank from selling acceptances 
to the reserve banks and using the 
proceeds in the stock market if it 
chooses to do so. 

“While the advance in the redis- 
count rate will doubtless exert an in- 
fluence towards preventing a flow of 
federal reserve credit into the security 
markets, a far more important influ- 
ence is likely to be the manner in 
which the reser.e banks conduct their 
acceptance operations. If the volume 
of reserve credit put out in this way 
is kept in step with the expanding 
seasonal commercial and agricultural 
demands, the objects of the reserve 
banks may be attained.” 

The review adds, however, that last 
year at this time, the reserve banks 
purchased acceptances in excess of 
seasonal requirements, which was a 
factor in easing money for stock mar- 
ket purposes, 

Charles FE. Mitchell, chairman of 
the National City bank, and a direc- 
tor of the New York Federal Reserve 
bank, was understood strongly to fa- 
vor an increase in the rediscount rate 
last spring, when Wall Street was 
expecting it from week to week. Mr. 
Mitchell was brought prominently into 
the controversy over rising brokers 
loans when his bank came to the res- 
cue of “the stock market with funds

Lumber Manufacturing 
Situation. 


A continuation of the weakness 
which developed in the statistical posi- 
tion at the mills last March was wit- 
nessed during July. New orders re- 
ceived at the mills averaged only 95.6 
per cent of current production against 
a ratio of 96.4 per cent in June and 
106.6 per cent in July of last year. 

Thus, for the fourth consecutive 
month this factor was decidedly less 
favorable than at the same time a 
year ago; furthermore in July of the 
preceding four years the ratio of or- 
ders to cut showed an increase over 
June. 

The trend in shipments from the 
mills is also less favorable. Ship- 
ments in July averaged only 97.4 per 
cent of production against 100.4 per 
cent in June and 108.5 per cent in 
July a year ago. 

In the softwood field the trend is 
decidedly weak with no indication of 
any early improvement. Orders dur- 
ing July were 4 per cent less than 
production during the month whereas 
a year ago they ran 5.1 per cent ahead 
ef production. In the hardwood 
branch the situation was strong up 
until June when definite signs of 
weakness appeared. Orders during
